
Kenyan piracy court sentences seven Somali pirates to five years in jail

Kenya's piracy court sentenced seven Somali pirates to five years in jail on Monday.

m March 2009. After the seven pirates attacked the German FGS Spessart, mistaking it for a commercial 

vessel, they were chased and captured by the German frigate FGS Rheinland-Pfalz, which handed them 
over to Kenyan authorities in April last year. 

The European Union anti-piracy task force says it welcomes the court's decision. The "judgment marks 
an important step in the cooperation between [the] EU and Kenya in the repression of acts of piracy and 
armed robbery off the coast of Somalia," said Major General Buster Howes, the force's operation
